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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Applicant's arguments do not overcome the 
previously set forth rejection. The Applicant argues that Snyder does not disclose or suggest blending fibers of different compositions 
The Examiner acknowledges that Snyder only discusses one fiber composition, however, Snyder does suggest that it is possible to make 
fiberballs from various blend of fibers. Although, Snyder does not discuss that the composition of the fibers can be different and only 
discusses structural differences between the fibers blended, Borge teaches the combination of two different fiber compositions (e g 
polyester and cotton). Borge stresses that the blend of natural and synthetic fibers provides a fabric with high-insulating properties (see 
Borge, column 2, lines 1 - 35). Snyder is directed to fiberballs used for pillows, cushions but also for quilts and sleeping bags where 
high-insulating properties would be desired. For this reason, it is the position of the Examiner that Borge and Snyder are analogous art 
and Borge provides motivation to use a combination of synthetic and natural fibers in the fiber fill of Snyder.. 
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
